Dudek pleads no

Keith Dudek of Sumpter Township pled 
no contest to committing the civil infraction 
of operating a vehicle causing the death of 
Vonda Sue Wieczorek on Oct. 13,2015 on 
the North I-94 Service Drive in Van Buren 
Township. 

Judge Tina Brooks Green accepted the 
plea on July 27 and set sentencing for Aug. 
24 at 34" District Court when she expects 
the family to be present. 

Dudek told Judge Green that while 
driving his box truck that day he reached 
down to pick something up in his truck and 
hit the pedestrian who was on the shoulder 
of the road. 


intoxicated - 3rd offense, driving while 
license suspended causing serious injury, 
habitual offender-4th, plus a felony motor 
vehicle notice. 

Following the girl’s death, on Monday 
afternoon The Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office amended the charges against Cahill. 
Now there are five felony charges. 

The current charges are: 2nd degree murder, 
operating with a high blood alcohol content 
causing death, operating while intoxicated - 
3rd offense, driving while license suspended 
causing death, open intoxicants in a motor 
vehicle and habitual offender 4th. 

Cahill was arraigned on the amended 
charges Wednesday. His next court date is 
Aug. 17 at 34" District Court. 

He is currently being held in the Wayne 
County Jail on a $1 million bond. 


The investigation revealed that Cahill was 
traveling northbound on Martinsville Road 
near Willis at a very high rate of speed and 
rear-ended the stopped minivan containing 
five occupants, including three female 
children ages 2,3 and 12. 

Victoria, who was positioned in the third- 
row seat, was critically injured and had 
to be cut from the vehicle by the Sumpter 
Township Fire Department. She was 
then transported by ambulance to the Ace 
Hardware parking lot where a Survival 
Flight helicopter was able to land and fly her 
to Mott Children’s Hospital in Ann Arbor. 

The Sumpter Township Police Department 
was assisted on the scene by the Michigan 
State Police Downriver Traffic Crash 
Reconstruction Team. 

After his arrest, testing showed that Cahill 


was almost three times the legal limit at the 
time of the crash, said Sumpter Police Chief 
Eric Luke. Furthermore, his driving record 
shows 12 prior drunk driving convictions 
even though his driver’s license had been 
revoked by the Secretary of State since 
1990. 

On Monday, Channel 4 News interviewed 
Chief Luke who said it was his opinion that 
with such a background, Cahill should have 
been locked away in prison, not driving 
around. He was a ticking time bomb, Chief 
Luke said. 

Victoria was a student at the Ann Arbor 
Magnet School in Detroit and would 
have been a seventh grader this fall. A 
GoFundMe page has been set up for her 
funeral expenses.

His attorney Murray Duncan said Dudek 
is pleading no contest because of a pending 
civil suit. There is a restitution issue, 
Duncan said. 

Judge Green was concerned about the 
letter the prosecutor would be sending 
to the family of the deceased concerning 
restitution. 

“Restitution? When there’s a civil suit?” 
Judge Green asked. “Go get Dwyer!” 
She referred to Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Doug Dwyer who was in an 
adjoining office. 

“I’m uncomfortable sending a letter to the 
family asking how much a life is worth,” 
Judge Green said, noting again that there 
is a civil case. 


Prosecutor Dwyer said under the law the 
family is entitled to restitution. 

“They’re entitled to their statement at 
sentencing,” she stated, adding she may 
change the wording of the letter that will 
be sent out to them. 

Dwyer said the state overrides any civil 
action. 

Van Buren Township police investigated 
the death of Mrs. Wieczorek and 
subpoenaed records from Dudek’s cell 
phone. They found he was not on his cell 
phone when the accident occurred. 

Police reported the accident occurred 
at about 12:48 p.m. when the 57-year-old 
mother was walking with her 25-year-old 
son J.J. along the I-94 North Service Drive 


between Morton Taylor and Belleville 
roads. The son was not injured. 

The 48-year-old driver immediately 
stopped after the accident and called for an 
ambulance. The driver, Keith Dudek, was 
upset but cooperating with police, police 
said. 

VBT Fire Chief Dan Besson said the 
mother and son live in the area and 
motorists have seen them walking together 
for years. The only witness to the accident 
besides the driver was the son, who is 
mentally challenged. 

The community reached out via the 
internet to raise funds to help the family. 


Church discovers alleged misuse of funds, preaches resilience 


Editor’s Note: On Monday, the following 
statement was released for publication. 

August |, 2016 - This past Friday, leaders 
at Trinity Episcopal Church uncovered 
evidence that the church’s office manager 
had been misusing church credit cards for 
personal expenses. 

The alleged misuse runs to multiple 
tens of thousands of dollars and includes 
numerous luxury items. The unauthorized 
expenses were found on two different 
credit cards and went back many months. 
The designations of the expenses had been 
altered in the church’s accounting software 
to incorrectly suggest that they were for 
ongoing capital projects or operating 
costs. 

Upon discovering the unauthorized 
charges, church leaders moved quickly 
to freeze credit cards, alter bank logins, 
change locks on the church doors, file a 


police report, and take other steps to secure 
the finances of the church and its members. 
They say they are confident that accounts 
and members’ financial information are 
now protected, but advised members to 
keep an eye on their accounts just in case. 

In a meeting on Sunday morning, 
congregation members reeled at the 
painful news that someone they had liked 
and trusted might have abused their trust 
so profoundly. 

The church’s Treasurer blinked back tears 
as he recalled watching his young daughter 
empty her bag of pennies and quarters into 
the children’s offering, which is designated 
to buy winter clothes for kids in need 
through a local agency. He said he wasn’t 
sure how he was going to explain to her 
what had happened. But he reported that 
the church’s finances remained strong, and 
that it was important for the congregation 


to remember that its giving supported many 
good ministries that helped a lot of people. 

In an emotional sermon, the church’s 
Pastor, Ian Reed Twiss, read a line from the 
church’s prayer book: “Lord Jesus Christ, 
you stretched out your arms of love on the 
hard wood of the cross that everyone might 
come within the reach of your saving 
embrace.” He acknowledged that, like 
Jesus on the cross, the church community 


had been wounded. “That wounding is part 
of the cost of stretching out our arms wide 
to embrace all,” he said. 

Then he reminded the congregation that 
its people were Trinity’s greatest treasure 
and that while they would now become 
wiser in their business practices, they were 
called by God to keep their arms open in a 
stance of vulnerability and love. 


Father, son team rescue missing kayak

Public furious over 
driver who killed 
little girl in crash 


Reports say Charles James Cahill, Jr., on 
July 27 was driving with a blood alcohol 
level of more than three times the legal 
limit and was going more than 80 miles 
per hour in a 55 mph zone when he crashed 
into the back of a stopped van and killed 
the little girl in the back seat. 

Actually, she was fighting for her life for 
three days before she died Saturday at Mott 
Children’s Hospital in Ann Arbor. 

Sumpter residents recall seeing emergency 
vehicles at Ace Hardware parking lot on 
Sumpter Road on the Wednesday of the 
crash as crews waited for an ambulance to 
bring young Victoria Mack from the crash 
at Martinsville and Willis to a place where 
a helicopter could land. 

Cahill reportedly had a history of 12 drunk 
driving convictions. His driver’s license 
was taken away in 1990. He shouldn’t have 
been driving. 

But some of the talk around Belleville is 
that the blame also should lie at the feet of 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s office for 
allowing this man with an unquenchable 
alcohol problem to be out on the roads 
instead of in treatment or in jail. 

There’s plenty of blame to go around and 
talk won’t bring little Victoria back to her 
family. 

One voter told me on Tuesday that he 
couldn’t vote for Prosecutor Kym Worthy 
even though she was unopposed, citing the 
light penalties her office works out. Maybe 
this death will make them think.

Nexus pipeline poses risk 
to Rawsonville Elem 


To the Editor: 

Iam Kathy Schoen and my phone number 
is (269) 275-8676. I found out about 
the Nexus because I own property in the 
original survey corridor and Nexus needed 
my permission to survey it in 2014. 

Other than landowners in the survey 
corridor the only others Nexus notified 
about the pipeline were governmental 
officials. This is wrong as the Nexus will 
affect entire communities. I feel people 
have the right to know about the Nexus. 

AS a property owner I am opposed to 
the Nexus, but more importantly as an 
environmentalist I am appalled by another 
unneeded pipeline. Research shows that 
we already have natural gas pipelines that 
are not running at full capacity. In addition, 
the front end process of Fracking that 
produces “clean natural gas” is terrible for 
the environment. 

Brief summary of Pipeline. Summer 
of 2014 - Landowners and Governmental 
officials notified about Nexus Project. In 
2017, DTE and Spectra Energy want 
to begin building the 255-mile Nexus 
Pipeline from Kensington, OH to Willow 
Run Airport in Ypsilanti, MI. At Willow 
Run the Nexus would hook into existing 
DTE pipeline which would take more than 
50% of the gas to Dawn Hub in Ontario, 
Canada. The 3-foot-diameter, high- 
pressure pipeline could deliver up to 1.5 
billion cubic feet of gas a day. 

If the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) approves the pipeline 
it could affect you in many ways: 

e Decrease value of your property. 

e Fire and explosion risk. If a pipeline 
of this size and pressure ruptures it has a 
huge fire zone. Between 2006 and 2015, 
Spectra’s natural gas pipelines caused over 
$11,000,000 in property damage. (Info 
from Pipeline and Hazardous Materials 
Safety Administration) 

e Safety risk to Lincoln Consolidated 
Schools and Belleville’s Rawsonville 
Elementary School. Lincoln’s Brick, 
Bishop and Model elementary schools on 
the corner of Willis and Whittaker Roads 
would be within 400-1,000 feet of the 
proposed route with the rest of the campus 
within a mile of the route. In addition, 
Belleville’ Rawsonville Elementary 
School on Grove Road would be within a

half mile of the Nexus as it goes through 
North Hydro Park just east of Bridge 
Road. It appears these four schools would 
be within the incineration zone in the event 
of a rupture. 

e Restrict your right to use your own 
property. Large trees and buildings are 
examples of some of the things that are not 
allowed on pipeline right-of-ways. 

e Impact farmers. Pipeline would 
destroy tile fields and forever change soil 
structure and yields. 

e Environmental Damage. Pipeline 
would also cross roads, woodlands, 
streams/rivers and affect wildlife. 

e Possible damage to wells & septic 
systems along the route. 
e Damage to rural roads that were never 
intended to service such a project. Who 
will pay to fix these roads? Taxpayers?

It is important that people attend the last 
meeting FERC will hold in Michigan and 
offer verbal comments about the Nexus, 
said Kathy Schoen, who opposes the 
pipeline. 

If a lot of people want to comment, 
FERC, will limit comment time to 3-5 
minutes per individual.

David C. Brown, who has been known 
around Belleville for 42 years as a funeral 
director, now is becoming known for being 
willing to sell his collection of treasures in 
private sales. 

Brown has taken over the building he 
owns that used to hold his wife Martha’s 
gift shop at 668 E. Huron River Drive in 
Belleville. He said he has been collecting 
things for 30 to 40 years and has decided 
he doesn’t want Martha to have to deal 
with it all after he dies.

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VBT DDA to consider bond for $2.1 million PlaceMaking Project

At its regular meeting on July 26, Susan 
Ireland told the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority that 
with the group’s approval she would look 
into floating a bond to cover the $2.1 
million work for the DDA’s PlaceMaking 
Project. 

Ireland is executive director of the 
DDA. 

Architect Mechthild Heerde-Olind and 
William M.Wiemer,directorof construction 
services for Wakely Associates of Warren, 
were present at the meeting to explain their 
preliminary plans for the former Harris 
residence at 10101 and 10151 Belleville 
Road. 

Working on the plans was a subcommittee 
made up of DDA members Carol Bird and 
Helen Foster. 

The former house would end up looking 
like a lodge that would beckon those 
walking along Belleville Road to stop and 
sit in the quiet gardens and participate 
in activities in the meeting rooms and

workshops. 

Olind explained the renovation of the 
old house which included taking off a 
room and taking off the roof to install a 
cathedral ceiling. They would install a 
big meeting room, a reading and sitting 
room, two offices, one toilet, and make 
the kitchen smaller with a pantry and just 
refrigerator and sink with no oven. There 
would be French doors in the back and the 
front would have stones to look more like 
a lodge. 

The outbuildings would be one workshop 
and one woodshop and two toilets. There 
would be a sitting room in the workshop 
where Santa could meet with children. 

She said the green building, a former 
chicken coop, would be demolished. 
There will be a kind of rain garden with 
a boardwalk over it, a herb garden, and 
wildflowers, she said. 

Wiemer said there is a significant amount 
of development costs in the project, which 
is estimated at a total of about $2.1 million. 
He said he has come up with a conceptural 
budget and, “I shouldn’t say this, but it’s a 
little high.” 

He said the walkway from the parking 
area for five vehicles would be pressed 
cement or brick pavers. There will be 
intrusion alarms on every building. 

Ireland said there will be a gate at the 
front and Wiemer added there will be 
ornamental fencing around the site. Bio 
swales will handle the drainage. 

DDA chairman Curt Atchinson asked 
Weimer if he was confident he could save 
the outside walls in the 57-year-old house 
and Weimer said the walls were solid

and, “the worst I think is you might find 
raccoons in the attic.” 

Ireland said she has kept the township’s 
director and deputy director of planning 
and economic development in on the plans 
and they have no problems with it. She 
said they probably will require site plan 
approval. 

“We have to make sure the public knows 
we are doing something to involve the 
public,” said Foster. “It’s not just a palace 
for the DDA.” 

Later, she emphasized, that this is a public 
building and that Director Ireland and her 
Deputy Director Lisa Lothringer “aren’t 
leaving this building [township hall] .” 

Weimer said electrical cost for the site 
is high and would be about $152,000, 
including a bollard carrying a light on 
it every 15 feet for lighting and WiFi 
boosting. 

Ireland said a reader board will be put in 
front to alert people to events. 

Bird said it is very peaceful on the site and 
you don’t hear Belleville Road back there. 
She said it will be nice when the chicken 
coop is gone and, “We need to work with 
what we have.” 

“This is an opportunity for the district,” 
said DDA secretary Sophia Zoller. 

VBT Supervisor Linda Combs said it will 
be nice for people who want to walk to stop 
there. 

DDA member Victor De Libera said 
he believes it fits in with the Walkability 
Plan. 

“I don’t see it very attractive to families 
with young children right now, said DDA 
member Chris Brown. 

Supervisor Combs said there could be craft 
activities in the woodshop for children. 

Ireland said she didn’t see putting in 
a playscape and this was a “serenity 
destination.” 

Chairman Atchinson said people could 
use it during lunch as someplace to go. He 
said a lot of his employees spend lunch 
time in their cars. 

“I see it more as a day park,” Atchinson 
said, adding his concern was about what 
they might be getting into with the old 
house.

Wiemer said they have included in the 
plans electronic locking and unlocking of 
the restroom doors on a set plan for when 
the site is open, so someone doesn’t have 
to come and manually unlock the doors. 

The DDA purchased the property in 
December 2014. 

The property was originally purchased 
in 1900 by Herbert and Rose Harris, some 
of the early African-American settlers in 
VBT. The DDA previously announced 
plans to remove two structures, re-side two 
structures and renovate three structures. 
It was intended the main structure can be 
used to hold DDA meetings and provide 
DDA office area. The work is intended to 
preserve some of the township heritage 
and be a place for enjoyment of the general 
public. 

Albert Harris, a late longtime member of 
the DDA, was a builder and a gifted layer of 
concrete. His family was among the early 
settlers of VBT and they all were builders. 

And, he was known for creating 
and giving away wooden toys by the 
thousands from his little workshop on 
his property at 10151 Belleville Road, 
where he and his wife Frances lived. 
Grandpa’s Toys was toured by school 
classes and church groups and just plain 
interested individuals. Albert died in 2002 
and Frances in 2013 at the age of 90. 

At its meeting on Nov. 25, 2014 the VBT 
DDA voted to buy that .5 acre where Albert 
and Francis lived for $150,000 and another 
8 acre next door at 10101 Belleville Road 
for $200,000 from the Harris heirs. 

The properties, which total 1.1 acres, 
wrap around a restored old home at 10145 
Belleville Road owned by Carol and Terry 
Bird and housing the Remerica Main Street 
real estate offices. Carol Bird, a longtime 
member of the DDA, abstained from the 
vote, but served on the subcommittee to 
work on development of the property. 

The site abuts Westlake apartments on the 
south and east.

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Romulus Council OKs 
memo of understanding 
for new court building

At its regular meeting July 25 the 
Romulus City Council voted unanimously 
to approve amemorandum of understanding 
on pursuing a new, stand-alone 34" District 
Court facility on the City of Romulus 
campus. 

The court had first proposed renovating 
the existing building on the Romulus City 
campus at a cost of $11 million. Then, 
plans changed and it was proposed that a 
new building at a cost of $14 million was 
a better idea. 

While the City of Romulus would have 
to sell the bonds for the project, the court 
would pay for the bond and no city funds 
will be used. 

The Funding Unit Fees, collected by the 
court starting in 2014, were to be put into 
a separate account starting July 1 for debt 
service and upfront costs of construction, 
such as architectural fees, said Susanne 
Marino of the city financial office. 

Councilman William Wadsworth asked 
if the court will stay for 25 years and Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks said the intention is to 
stay in Romulus. 

Councilman Wadsworth said then the 
council won’t have to hear the court wants 
to go to Belleville or Huron Township. 
There was a voice in the audience calling 
out he never said that and then back and 
forth talking. Mayor LeRoy Burcroff 
gaveled the meeting to order. 

Judge Green said this will be the intention

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MDOT to take over building of 
pedestrian bridge over I-94

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation has decided to take over 
construction of the proposed pedestrian 
bridge along Belleville Road over I-94 
if the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority would agree to 
sweep snow from it. 

That was the report from DDA Executive 
Director Susan Ireland at the regular 
meeting July 26. 

“I’m doing my happy dance,” Ireland told 
the board. 

She said the MDOT will use the 
$250,000 SEMCOG grant for the project, 
plus the $250,000 grant MDOT would 
have approved, if VBT would pay the $1.2 
million it had planned to pay. 

Also, MDOT wants the other pedestrian 
bridge over I-94 to the west connected to 
the new bridge by sidewalks on both sides 
of the bridge. Ireland said the land by 
Wendy’s isn’t suitable for a sidewalk, but 
the DDA could put one along the South I-94 
Service Drive between the two bridges. 

She said she would work with the MDOT 
on that stipulation. 

“This is alleviating our liability factor,” 
Ireland said, since MDOT would own it 
and would take over all the design and 
engineering. 

She said MDOT is not opposed to the 
township putting signs on the bridge to 
promote the township. 

“Tt saves us about $1 million,” Ireland 
said. 

MDOT decided to move forward with 
the pedestrian overpass after the Federal 
Highway Administration said it is 
supportive of a non-motorized pedestrian 
overpass over I-94 on Belleville Road. 

In other business at the July 26 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Accepted its 2015 financial audit that 
has an undesignated fund balance of $609. 
Ireland said she wants to have all the 
DDA’s funds designated, which is very 
fiscally responsible; 

e Heard Ireland report that Canon has 


removed the questionable plantings at the 
Belleville/Ecorse road intersection and 
installed replacements. Additional work 
requested by Wayne County has been 
completed. Keys have been provided to the 
DPW for meter reading of the irrigation 
system; 

e Heard Ireland report the process of 
acquiring Belleville Road rights of way is 
moving forward, with a closed-door session 
at the end of the meeting to consider more 
purchase of real property; 

e Heard Ireland report on how the 
reconfiguring of the building department 
is complete and she and Deputy Director 
Lisa Lothringer have moved into their new 
offices; 

e Heard Lothringer announce the 
sculpture brochure, a shared project with 
the Belleville DDA, has been delivered and 
is being distributed within the community. 
She also listed all her online promotions 
for the DDA; and 

e Went into closed-door session to 
consider buying property and then went 
into open session to purchase five pieces 
of right of way property along Belleville 
Road between Tyler and Ecorse. Ireland 
said other pieces of property have been 
acquired already on the east and west sides 
of Belleville Road in that area. She said 
the DDA has a goal of owning 27 feet of 
property along each side of the roadway 
for future use.

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know of their find. 

The Independent called the police 
department on Monday afternoon to report 
the sign was back and a DPW truck was 
dispatched immediately and carried off the 
sign.

and in the future they can look back and 
say, “This is what the parties intended, to 
stay in the City of Romulus, when they 
broke ground in 2016 or 2017.” 

Mayor Burcroff said the City of Romulus 
does want the court to stay in Romulus. 
The city wants to build a new court that 
meets their needs “at what we can afford 
with that income.” 

He emphasized that no general fund 
money from taxpayers will be paid for the 
new court building. 

Councilwoman Kathleen Abdo said she’s 
glad that the judges are comfortable with 
the program that builds a new court instead 
of renovating the old court because the city 
wants to plan for the future. 

“And, this looks like they’re planning for 
the future,” she said. 

Romulus Economic Development 
Director Tim Keyes is the project manager 
for the court construction and he was 
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present to explain the preliminary plans to 
the council. 

Also present besides Judge Green, were 
Judge Brian A. Oakley, Judge David
